Babic recall 
delights 
Thomson 


ONE OF the club's outstanding 
players this season has been 
central defender Mark Babic and 
his form at the heart of the United 


back line seemed good enough to | 


pencil his name in as an almost 
certain part of Eddie Thomson's 
Olyroo plans. 

But that didn't happen and when 
the national coach left Babic out of 
his squad it resulted in an almost 
universal campaign to have him 
re—instated - on TV, radio and in 
the print media. 

Thomson changed his mind 
and re-called Babic - and has 
since had plenty of opportunities 
to thank his lucky stars as Babic 
proved one of the few successes 
in a disappointing Olyroo Four 
Nation Tournament. 

Babic got his chance to come 
into the starting line-up against 
Korea in Canberra and shone in a 
defence which included his 
Sydney United team mate, Ante 
Moric. 

But Thomson used him in a 
different role that night, having 
him shadow the brilliant Korean 
striker Young Su Choi. 

The Cheetahs forward has an 
awesome reputation at this level 
but at Bruce Stadium Mark Babic 
had him in his pocket for the entire 
ninety minutes. 

So much so that Eddie 
Thomson was ecstatic about his 


performance. 

“Mark is a very good player," 
said Thomson after the match. 

"Tonight he played a very good 
game for us and certainly helped 
to tighten up the defence which 
wasn't very good in the 
tournament opener in Sydney" 

Curiously Babic's previous 
appearance for the Olyrocs was 
almost a year ago when he played 
in a friendly against J League club 
Urawa Red Diamonds - also in 
Canberra. 

Since then, and despite a solid 
game, he has drifted out of 
national plans although Thomson

- said that he would have included 


the player in other games but that 
he had been unavailable. 

"Mark adds something to our 
back line," Thomson conceded. 

“He has got height and is an 
excellent tackler who also reads 
the game very well." 

That is good news for one of the 
best players in the National 
Soccer League, a stand-out siar 
in the 1991 Portugal World Youth 
Cup but a player who looked 
destined for international 
wilderness - but for the 
intervention of Sydney's often- 
maligned soccer media.
